INCREASE OF THE ARMY.

Recrniting Stations to Nia Opened as Boon
as the Hall Bill Is Passed.

Wasnixatox, Des, 17.—The passage by Con-
greea of & bill inereasing the regular army to
100,000 will be the algnal for the openineof a
Iarge number of recruiting stations throughout
thecountry, Recruiting offioars will be assigned
hy the War Department with offiesa in all the
large eities, and calls will be made for men of
sound body and good physical development,
Volunteers who went through the Cuban and
Porto Riean eampaigns and have been re-
stored to good health will have profarence in
anlistment. The army surgeons who will ba
detulled to maka the examinations will be in-
structad to abide etriotly by the requirements
ol the regulations. The War Department e
desirous of avolding the enlistment of very
young men or of men with famjlies. It has
basn discovered that there were too many
vary young men [n the volunteer army, and,
bheing unseasoned, thelr health broke down
sooner thao was the oase nmon thu regulars.

AL preseut there are only'thirty recruiting
offiens In operation in the United States, that
belng aufficient for the pl t needa of the
nrmy, but within & week after the bill to in-
vrease the army becomes -a law this will be
more than doubled, The lat o! offlcers to be
asaigned to this work |s now belng mnnmd
and an order fo govern them_ haa n pro-
mqﬁznwd by command of Gen, Miles.

ARMY TRANSPORT BSERVICE,

it Is to Be Organised as a Soparate Branch
of the Quartermaster's Department.

WasaiNGTON, Deo, 17.—Regulations for the
organlzation and administration of the Army
Transport Bervice have been completed by the
bourd of ofMcers appointed for that {purpore
and approved by the Becretary of War. They
provide that the Army Transport Bervice be
orgnnlzed as a special branch of the Quarter-
mnster's Department of the army, for the pur-
pose of transferring troops and supplies be-
tween the Unlted Btates and such over-sea
garrisons and military commands as shall be
suthorized."

It is proposed that the organization and eon
duct of the new department be asslmilated ns
neacly as practicable to the most Improved
mothode of administration of aZchartered
gteamship busineas, The serviee Is to be aub-
ject to the supervision ofthe Quartermaster-
tieneral and will he conductad by ita own ofl-
cera and employsos and Is to be Indepandant
of the administestion of other branches of
army Lrnulrnnmlun

Indian Appropriation Bill Passed—Dill Ex-
tending Navigation Laws to Hawall,

Wasmmnaron, Des. 17.—In the House to-day
Mr.iPayne (Rep., NJY.) called up the bill report.
ed yesterday extending the navigation, ship-
ping and marine lnaws of the Unitad States to
the Hawallan Islands, and npanimous sonsent
was given for It consideration. \The bill reads
as follows:

“Beorion 1. That the laws of the United Btates
relating to commerce, navigation and mer-
chant seamen ara hereby extended to and over
the island of Hawall and all adjacent ialands and
waters of the {alandsceded to the Unitad Htates
by the Government of Hawall and aooapted
by joint resolution of Congress approved July
7, 1808, so far as sush laws may be apolieable,

“8ec, 2. That the Commisalonsr of Navl-
mation may make such regulations as he may
deem expedient for the natlonalieation of all
vesnels owned by citizans of the Islands ceded,
as aforesald, on the Tth day of July, 1808, and
whioh continued to be so owned up to the date
of such nationalization.

“8grc, 3. That the coasting trade between the

United Btates shall be
